WHERE BUILDING STOPS 


Although Canadian building statistics 
from month to month show Some slight 
improvement, as compared with the low 
mark, it is noteworthy that the larger 
contracts are mainly for public buildings. 
Few of the contracts listed réflect any 
building activities related to manufactur- 
ing or other industry, and in most centres 
residential building has been almost neg- 
ligible. In this latter connection, where 
building costs are low, there. is little’ at- 
traction in rentals. Of the situation in 
the United States, a bulletin issued by the 
National Industrial Conference Board 
states that while building costs today are 
somewhat lower than they were ten years 
ago, rentals are a great deal lower. 

“Ten years ago a man could put $6,000 
into a new: house and lot and could rent it 
for $360, or a net return of 6 per cent. 

the same house and lot would cost 
him $4,950, but the rental income would 
be only-$188, a net return of 3.8 per cent. 
‘To get a per cent. return, the original 
cost would have to be reduced to arapnd 
$100, or about 38 per cent. below present 
revels.” 


That, adds the bulletin, is why private 
capital is.loath to invest in new building. 
Unless rents go up its reluctance -will re- 
main unshaken, and whether in the United 
States or Canada the level of rentals is 
directly dependent upon business improve- 
ment.—Woodstock Sentinel Review. 





EMPLOYMENT SITUATION 


According to information recorded dur- 
ing the last fourteen years, employment 
has invariably..declined at the beginning 
of January, the establishments furnishing 
data to the Dominion Burtay of Statis- 
tics having laid off some 59,600 workers. 
on the average, between December 1 and 
January 1 in the years 1921-1934. At 
the opening of the present year there was 
the customary contraction in industrial 
activity, but this was on a smaller scale 
than usual; the workers released from the 
staffs of the 8,965 co-operating employers 
numbered 40,993, or not quite 69 per cent. 
of the average since 1920. The reported 
payrolls were reduced from 924,178 on 
December 1 to 883,185 at the first of Jan- 
uary. jis recession, besides being sub- 
stantially below the average, was also the 
smallest on record “for midwinter with 
only one exception, viz., January 1, 1934, 
when some 30,400 persons were laid off by 
the co-operating employers. —Toronto 
Mail and Empire,

‘There is good sense in the observation. 
‘The school-section unit survives, of course, 
from the old days when settlements were 
few and isolated from one another, when 
communication was difficult. Today con- 
ditions have changed, but not the practice, 
and we have, according to Dr. Sandiford, 
16,965 trustees controlling rural schools 
with 7,118 teachers. Toronto, by con- 
trast, has 3,000 teachers and only twenty 
trustees. y 

It should not be difficult to prove that 
both ‘éfficiency and economy would be 
promoted by county school boards. No 
doubt the objection will be raised that this 
form of control would be out of touch with 
local problems, and some people will see 
perils in centralization, -but it will be 
agreed that a board with county jurisdic 
tion would attract men of greater experi- 
ence than often are available for individ- 
ual schools.—Ottawa Journal.

” RAINBOW-COLORED DANDIES 


‘There -has not been much sign of heart’ 
~fluttering hereabouts with regard to the 


predicted new clothes for men with thd 
finest colors of. the rainbow. Merchant. 
tailors and designers have predicted a 
Dillion ‘dollar expenditure on the apparel 
trades. Canary waistcoats are to come in, 
they say. but Belleville tailors do not ex- 
pect such a blossoming upon the more 
sombre-hued clothes worn by Belleville 


men. 

It is said that the amount of replace- 
ment necessary on this continent in all 
lines is nineteen billion dollars and as the 
people of the continent in moneyed days 
spent one-tenth oftheir retail disburse- 
ments on clothes, one billion dollars in re= 
placement of clothes does not seem abnor- 
mal though the expenditure may not be all 
in one year, 

Men in the United States are admittetlly 
raising no objection to their wives dress- 
ing. well, for they. do dress well, but the 
men themselves are not going in Tags and 
tatters or even in shiny clothing by any 
means. The male of the species though 
he has not yet worn the most lurid combin- 
ation of colors, such as has been promised 
by the designers of clothing, yet has been 
rather good to himself. In 1929 retail 
sales of men’s clothing in the United 
States reached $1,350,000,000 and of wo- 
men’s clothes, $1,450,000,000, or $100,- 
000,000 more. In 1929 more than half a 
billion dolfars was spent on jewellery, 
which is a part of dress, and most of this 
expenditure went to women of course. 
This shows that man spent seventy-five 
cents on himself for dress to every dollar 
his wife spent on herself. Whether these 
figures hold true for urban Ontario is not 
guaranteed. 

_ New York Times points out that there 
is something that men and women think 
of more than clothes and that is the new 
motorcar. Motor sales in 1929 were 
twice what the clothes sales were. 
critic in the New York Times speaks of 
the revolutionary scheme of society on this 
continent when a nation will spend almost 
as much on motorcars as it does on the 
food it eats to keep individuals alive, more 
than twice as much as is spent on cloth- 
ing, and nearly four times ag much as is 
spent on housing, the three basic neces- 
sities. 

Tt sums up the situation in'these words, 
“Out of every retail American spent dollar 
six years ago, something between twenty- 
five and thirty cents went for food and 
twenty cents went for automotive goods. 
The heart of our special problem may turn 
out to be far less profit motive than auto- 
motive:”  Thé critics wonders, “‘Are we 
suffering from a crisis in capitalism or a 
crisis in locomotion?” 

Meanwhile the threat of the appearance 
of tainbow-colored dandies is heard in the 
land.

The report of the Board of Censors of 
Motion Piotures for Ontario for the fis- 
cal year ended October 31 last shows 
that 2,464 film subjects were submitted, 
of which 4,809 were approved. Thirty- 
six were rejected and 816 underwent 
“certain deletions or révision.” An in- 
teresting section of the report is that 
which deals with British films. The num- 
ber of feature films imported and exhib- 
ited was 58, which is‘a slight decline as 
compared with -the previous year, but 
the total number of British films increas- 
ed to 150, against 108 last year. Of the 
450,110 were approved ‘as submitted, 39 
‘were approved after alterations and one 
was not approved. Particulars are given 
regarding advertising, a large number of 
specimens being found incapable of 
treatment and, therefore, refused. 
Concerning quality, It is admitted 
that since the formation of the produc- 
ers’ administration in Hollywood last 
Sul itted “have been of 
a higher standard.” “It is quite noticeable 
that’ many films reviewed since July 
have been based on themes which are 
less objectionable to public taste and 
public moral: says the report. “In 
many cases they have been entirely freo 
from any offensive sequences or dia- 
logue.”> *

DAYS OF PIZARRO RECALLED 


The famous cily of Lima, capital of 
Peru, has just been celebrating .the four 
hundredth anniversary of its founding 

the great Spanish conquistador. Peo- 

le havo yery little time to spare reading 
istory these days, it seems, but it does 
no harm to recall the ancient glories of 
South American adventure. Pizarro laid 
the basis of Spanish-American rule firmly 
in Lima, and made it the richest city of 
the western hemisphere. Peru was the 
test of all Spain’s possessions in 
jouth America. In two generations it 
sent over $250,000,000 of silver to the 
Spanish Court as the King’s fifth share of 
treasure. Small wonder that Philip of 
Spain sent Viceroys who ruled like Kiegs 
and who did much to make Lima a city 
beautiful. aes 

Later it fell_upon evil times. Its wealth 
decayed. In 1786 a terrible earthquake 
ruined many of its superb _buil 5 
When Chile fought Peru, the, Chileany 
looted Lima from 1881 to 488f, during 
three years of ocoupation. Today, how- 
ever, Peru is on the upgrade, Her dispute 
with Colombia settled and her forei 
policy dictated by a wise and_ skilful 
statesman, President Benavides, Lima is 
looking forward to a restoration of pros- 
perity. And even today she can point to 
many things of which she can be justly 
proud.—Montreal Star,

“ MONEY MUDDLES 


The man who has two nickels to rub 
together has to keep his eye on them 
these re for fear one of them will be 
filched from him by monetary legerde- 
main. When he has got past ordinary 
piel jockels, gold brick pediars, and even 
the tax collector, he still has to cope with 
plain and fancy confiscation through 
Government. - currency policies. 6 
French went through that . in the nine- 
teen-twenties and when the Government 
finally got through and stabilized the 
frano again they had clipped off 80 per 
cent of its gold value. To the rentier (and 
France is largely composed of rentiers 
and thrifty souls who plan to eboome 
rentiers), this was equivalent to national 
bankruptey, paying only twenty cents on 
the dollar to the creditor—himself. 

Deputy Paul Reynaud, a former Min- 
ister of Finance, declares that three solu- 
tions only are now possible for France. 
Firstly, to let the franc find its own level, 
as the pound sterling has done. Secondly, 
to devalue the franc witha new gold 
content, much as the United Gtates has 
done. Thirdly—and this is his choice—to 
seek a stabilization agreement with Bri 
tain and the United States, with devalua- 
tion of the franc toa level in Keeping 
with the changed gold value of other our- 
rencies. 

Meanwhile, in Great Britain, there ts 
developing a considerable difference of 
opinion between bankers, starting from 
disagreements as to whether British re- 
coyery can proceed much further without 
a marked ‘increase in world trade. Those 
who, like Mr. McKenna, feel that there is 
plenty of leeway left in the home market, 
view with some eomplacency the con- 
tinuation of sterling's independent course 
in a world of fluctuating currencies. 
Those, like Mr. Beaumont Bease and Mr. 
Beckett, who insist that without ‘greatly 
inereased world trade British recovery 
is in danger of coming to a standstill, are 
greally concerned over the need’ for 
worldwide currency stabilization. Even 
Mr. Beckelt, however, much as he desires 
stabilization, sees little actual prospect of 
it in the near future. So it looks like more 
headaches for the rest of us who try to 
figure out the value of our cash in terms 
of a fluctuating pound and a veriable 
dollar.—Montreal Star. 


FATE OF ‘THE OHESTNUT 


_Undor a spreading chestnut tree the 
village smithy stands no more. Country 
boys and girls must play and picnic 
somewhere else than beneath its shelter- 
ing branches. If they go nulting, it must 
be for some Alien or differing species. 
Painters have been deprived of a majesti 
feature of the rural landscape; 
workers have had to look elsewhere for 
the material out of which to fashion their 
posts and ties, crates and coffins. The 
chestnut blight, first recognized within 
a few miles of Times Square in 1904, has 
traveled through the forests of Southern 
New England and Now York, west across 
Pennsylvania, south along the Blue Ridge, 
until it has now reached almost the 
southern limits of the botanical range of 
the tree. No way has yet been discovered 
to stop the spread of the air-borne fungus 
which has caused this disaster, unparal- 
leled in forest history. 














Can tho chestnut come back? Under 


that arresting title Professor Hosmer of 
Cornell discusses its fate in a radio talk 
panned textually in the current news 
letter of the New York State Forestry As- 
sociation, His answer is No, not as_ we 
knew it when we were children. “The 
naturo of the chestnut blight is such, and 
the damage it has done is so far-reach- 
ing, thatthere is little or no hope that 
the American chestnut will ever again take 
ils place as an important treo in our East- 
ern forests.” ‘The occasional single trees 
and sprouts that are sometimes seen, still 
fighting for survival, serve only to ‘raise 
false hopes, Professor Hosmer foars. ‘The 
fungus will get them, soon: or late, Aside 
from the slender chance “of developing 
here and there a resistant native strain, 
to remind us sadly of the glories of the 
past, it may be possible in time to bring in 
other varieties of chestnut, such as those 
now thriving in China and Japap, which 
beat excellent nuts without being so 
eptible to blight. But our own spe-

Unsafe travel conditions in the England 
of the eighteenth century gave rise to the 
word “highwayman” to signify a robber 
who held up'a stage coach and robbed and 
Wtten Killed. its occupants. Highwaymen 
were also known in the ‘days of the de- 
velopment of the United States West. 

uit the word has’ fallen into disuse. 
‘phere are not so many robberies on high- 
ways in this country. Yet there is a te 
tr tragedy: being enacted without let-up 
day in and day out, and at night too—the 
slaughtering of human life under the 
svheels.or before the bumper of motor- 
cars. If it were not the fact that the old 
word ‘highwayman’ is so associated in the 
public mind with holdups, it would be 
easy to see that the public would coin a 
word like it, perhaps. the same word 
‘highwayman’ to indi ate the careless 
motorist who leaves death in his wake. 
He is at times called the hit-and-run driv- 
er but that does not entirely fit the case. 

But even if there is no striking name 
for the death-driver, the fact remains 
that an awful tragedy is written across 
the bigherays and roads of various coun- 
tries, Britain has had the worst year in its 
highway. pier andis determined to 
bi about betterment of conditions 
Jeading to ter safety. 

In Ontario-more drastic laws are fore-

The death toll must cease. There is 
even a hint that as one of the last resorts 
governors may be placed on cars to limit 
the speed.

It has been shown that this can- 
‘not be brought about by merely locking a 
man up and through purely punitive pro- 
cedures, ‘Social readjosiment will not 
occur automatically as a result of the de- 
nial of liberty, The problem of corrective 
institutions is the refashioning of char- 
acter and the adjustment of disturbed 
personality patterns:'To accomplish this 
end, all of the resources of medicine, psy- 
chiatry, penology, religion, instruction 
and ‘wholesome social living must be 
utilized.» <= Speen 

Success of the rehabilitation program 
resfs more on the personnel, then on the 
material equipment. There are insuffi- 
sient o ers of persons now employed 
in prisons and reformatories and some are 
improperly trained and lack experience, 
vision or:personal qualifications. 

One of the important features in the 
report is that “training should be given 
not only to inmates, but also to guards, 
clerical workers, foremen and other em- 
ployees of institutions.” All employees. 
‘should seoura an understanding and ap- 
preciation of society’s aim.

fire drill The youngsters now know how 
to comport: themselves in the event of a 
fire, They will file out orderly through 
the nearest exit. They and the teachers 
are now capable of dealing with the 
situation. 

A fire in aschool is not a frequent 
event, but it is always a possibility. 
Schools have been struck by lightning, 
have been burned to the ground, and 
children’s lives lost, It is just as well to 
be prepared for the emergenoy, even if it 
never’ comes. Conditions in the Saltfleet 
schools generally were found satisfactory, 

The information the Stoney Creek fire 
Hepartment has collected enables it to de- 
cide before arrival atthe scene of a fire 
how the,conflagration can best be attack- 
ed; but more important are the facts that 
hazardous conditions will be corrected, 
where possible, and the children have 


been trained to make their. way to safety

RICHARD BRUNO HAUPTMANN, after 
being the centre of ono of the most sensa- 
tional court trials of recent years, charged 
with kidnapping and murder was found 
Builly by the jury of eight men and four 
women and sentenced to be executed in 
the electric chair on March 18. ‘The case 
dragged on for weeks but the concluding 
actions were swift and dramatic. The jury 
took plenty of time to consider. their 
verdict, being out eleven hours, but once 
the verdict was rendered Justice Trench- 
ard did not delay the sentence, which was 





delivered at once, death in the electric 
chair. The trial furnished sensational 
episodes all through, but the closing 





scenes furnished sensationalism never be- 
fore seen ina court of justice, and scenes 
which would certainly not be tolerated for 
a moment in a British court of law. The 
Prosecuting Altorney in a savage personal 
attack upon the accused called Haupt- 
mann among other things “an animal”, 
and “Public Enemy No. 4.”

Cables from London indicate an end to, 


the economic war being carried on be« 
ween the Governments of Britain and thé 
Irish Free State, Both countries are rea- 
liting the folly of such trade battles, 
though, no doubt, the Free State has been 


_the heavier loser. Britain is her natural 


market for cattle, butter, eggs and other 
farm products and with this curtailed the 
prospects of trade abroad are darkened 

he Free State fought to develop recip 
rocal trade with Germany along certan 
lines, but this did not work out satisfac- 
torily, and evidently the experience has 
convinced the Dublin Government that 
trading with the next-door neighbor who 
has the cash, is the best Policy. 

Already there has been adopted a plan 
of exchanging Bri coal for Irish cattle, 
and the disposition appears to be to exten 
the list by lowering duties.

Hon. Duncan M. Marshall, Ontario Min- 
fster of Agriculture, doesn’t look with 
favor on horse races at agricultural fall 
fairs. He told a conference of officials that

‘thefts from the sheep, swine and caltle 
breeder.” Ho believes that big prizes given 
for horse racing divert awards that should 
towards the breeding of good stock and 
fhe production of high-grade grain and 
vegetables. 

Mr, Marshall may be right in his con- 
tention, but it must be admitted that rural 
fairs would lose a'strong altraction if the 
trotters" were removed from the pic- 
ture. Horse racing has a strong appeal for 
a goodly number of fair patrons.as evid- 
enced by the number of attendants who 
line up along the ralis to see these speed 
events run off. To many people a country 
fair sans horse racing is like eating vic- 
tuals without even pinch of salt, It 
would be insipid, as it were. 

On the other hand 
that exhibitors should be given prizes that 
offer considerable inducement to show 
their products. However, since most of the 
financing must be done with the money 
taken in at the gates, it follows that there 
must'be interealing “altractions to draw 
the crowds.—Kitchener Record, 





Fire Insurance ~ 


Not only does the fire insurance system 
protect persons and property, wealth and 
savings, but it provides great store of 
funds for development of the country, In 

. thesedays when governments have as- 
sumed so many activities which formerly 
were private or institutional responsibili- 
fles, it is worthy of note that insurance, 
which had its origin in private enterprise, 
has attained its commanding position 
through individual initiative and courage, 
and has itself brought about the neces- 

changes and reforms which altered 
conditions have dictated. 

It will e been noted from the pub- 
lished report of the Woodstock-fire chief 
for 1934 that there was ample insurance 
to cover all losses suffered in 
cipality, last year. That is to sa 
when damage is relatively sm 
tection carried on all propetties involved 
appears quite large. Statistics for the pro- 
vince as a whole are quite different. With 

loss last year estimated at $10,- 
there was $1,553,529 hot cov- 

ered by insurance; and this is an increase 
of $100,852. No doubt the pressure of 
hard times made it difficult to keep up the 
remiums in some cases, and the protec- 
(ion lapsed. It would seem false economy 
however, to altempt saving by abandon- 
ing a safeguard against fire loss, and in 
this connection Owen Sound Sun-Times 
comments: ks 
“There is nothing but sympathy for 
those }who because of the depression have 
sad 6 drop their fire insurance, and some 
~of whom lost all they owned through fire. 
Others who, though able to pay, take a 
chance and gamble that their property 
will be safe from the flames, are in quite 
a different category. They have only 
themselves'to blame if they suffer heavy 
losses.” —Woodstock Sentinel Review.

MORE TEETH FOR THE CODE 


Securities Commissioner Godfrey calls 
for additional safeguards against stock- 
market manipulation by,an amendment 
to the Criminal Code. The Commissioner 
states that this amendment ought to be 
forthcoming at the present session of 
Parliament. Although the Code offers pro- 
tection to the public when conspiracy is 
shown, it does not provide a safeguard 
when share prices are manipulated by an 
individual. 
“The law,” states the Commissioner, 
“is clear thet conspiracy can be proved 
by inference from certain facts, and any 
‘one who proposes to engage in manipu- 
lative operations may not be successful in 
concealing from those’ whom he employs 
in the operation a knowledge of what he 
is doing, and in that case he may be liable 
for prosecution under Section 444 of the 
‘ode. As this involves an amendment to 
the Criminal Code, the Province has no 
Jurisdiction, and it will have to be dealt 
with by Dominion legislation.” He sug- 
gests further: “In any new legislation it 
should be mado clear that sponsoring a 
stock or supporting a market at a reason- 
able price is quile legitimate. Itis not 
difficult to. distinguish stock -sponsoring 
and market supporting from manipula 
tion.

‘They have gone 
forward with their-teaching and their 
researches “functioning as a faculty in & 
foreign land” without loss of even a semo- 
ster in their work. Fifty years or- more ago 
most of our American students looking 
forward to graduate work and the degree 
of doctor of.philosophy, spent some time 
in a German university. But, as Dr. Alvin 
Johnson has pointed out in his report for 
the first year, in the coming of the ‘exiles’ 
to America they have literally broughtta 
German faculty to our own doors—and

doubted that men who would sacrifice all 
hele pry ects in their homeland rather 
than forfeit their freedom to follow the 
truth, have at snr. rate the first essential 
of true scholarship.

TREES THREATENED BY 
DUTCH ELM DISEASE 


Believed Disease Firmly Establiahed 
In New England States 


Saris, Ont, Feb. 21 (CP)—Eim 
trees of New England States have 
been attacked by a disease that 
Ghreatens the destruction of timber 
all over the North American con- 
tinent, W. A. Dent of the Sarnia 
Collegiate Staff writes ina special 
article. 

The infection is known as the 
Duich elm disease Decause it 
attacks elms of all varities and was 
first observed in Holland. Mr. Dent 
states tts quite possible the disease 
1s Dow. too firmly established in 
the United States to be effectively 
eradicated: As far as is known the 
Glsease bas not yet reached Can- 
ada. 

Most readily noticed of the dis-| 
ease symptoms is the sudden wilt- 
ing of leares.<The spread of the 
disease 1s. bélleved by European 
students to be caused by beetles 
though also by germs of fungus 
carried by the wind. The beetle 1s 
unknown in Canada. It is about 
ove-eighth of an inch in length, 
and bores into the bark of the elm, 
feeding and breeding in the gal- 
leries bored.

FIFTY YEARS AGO February 46, 1885, 
Mark Twain (Samuel L. Clemens), and 
George W. Cable, well known Southern 
author of the period, gave readings in 
yarious Ontario’cities in the course of 
an international tour they were making, 
‘They were accompanied by Col. Pond, a 
celebrated manager of lecturers and other 
celebrities of that time. It will be remem- 
bered that Mark Twain embarked in the 
publishing business in Hartford, Connect- 
jout, and sunk the famfily fortune in it He 
faced the future penniless but unafraid, 
and made a lecture tour of the world, the 
financial returns of which were sufficient 
to put him on ““Easy Street” again. Ac- 
cording to popular history Mark Twain 
kept away from the publishing end of the 
book business after that, Hannibal, Mis- 
souri, is celebrating the Mark Twain Cen- 
tennial beginning with official Jighting 
of the beacon in the Mark Twain Memor- 
jal Lighthouse on Cardiff Hill, overlooking 
the Mississippi, on January 15, accom- 
panied by a radio program ‘in which var- 
jous dignitaries took part. In May there 
will Be a “Tom Sawyer Day” celebrated, 
also a “Mark Twain Day”. Then there will 
be the dedication of 
Memorial, followed on June 18, 19, 20 
by the “Mark Twain Centennial Pageant”. 
September 9-14 is set aside for “Mark 
‘Twain Homecoming.” There will be ofher 
special days leading right up lo December. 
While Hannibal is celebrating the Mark 
‘Twain Centerinial, the author was nol 
born there, He spent his hoyhood in Han- 
nibal and Tom Sawyer and Huckloberry 
inn undoubtedly were born there, as 
ell as Becky Thatcher. Mark Twain's 
Cave, near Hannibal has been preserved 
as admemorial and show place, also his 
boyhood home, with a replica of the high- 
board fence where that whitewashing 
epic was staged.

ORIME, DETECTOR 


Tucked away in little items in the 
newspapers, mention of the ‘lie-deteotor’ 
doveloped by the Scientific Crime Detec- 
tion Laboratory of Northwestern Univer- 
sity, is becoming more and more frequent. 

Hite ‘ie-deteotor', or, as it, is more 
formally known, the Keeler Polygraph, 
already bes'been of much uso in crime 
detection. Fred'E. Inbau, of the North- 
western University School of Law. 
recently reported in The Scientific 
Monthly that approximately 2,000 bank 
employees in fifty-two Chicago banks\had 
been examined with the instrument ‘in 
the last threo years to detect embezzlers. 

From 40 to 25 per cent. of the entire 
personnel of ‘some institutions examined 
swore found fo be lying regarding thefts of 
+ money. In nearly all such instances the 
findings of the machine later were sub- 
stantiated by voluntary confessions. 4 

“Lie-Detectors” of one kind or another 
aye been used for many generations. 
Tong heforo psychologists ever attempted 
to devise scientific methods of detecting 
deception, it was recognized that 
conscious. lying ordinarily produces 
avident’ emotional- disturbances. Some

In China there is said to have been an 
ancient method of lie-deteotion: the 
accused was requested to chew rico and 
then spit it out for examination. If the 
rice appeared dry, the subjeot was consid- 
cred guilty; his fear, of detection was 
supposed to inhibit the secretion of saliva. 

_Many college laboratories today use 
‘lie-detectors' to demdnatrate the known 
. fact that emotional disturbances, such 
as those accompanying lying, change the 
electrical resistance of the skin. These 
instruments generally consist of a galvan- 
ometer -and Wheatstone’s bridge, and 
measure vairations in a small and-imper- 
ceptible current passed through the body 
daria the questioning.

It is 
not mercly a drift to the towns but a 
general movement to particular groups of 
urban centres from other towns as well 
as from rural areas. In these concentrat- 
ed zones the densities of population are 
from 420 to 150 persons per square mile 
in Canada and Australie, 600 in the 
United “States and nearly 4,500 in 
England. 

Professor Fawcett says there are 
several causes for this concentdation, 
such as the increasing use of machinery 
on the land, resulting in the reduction of 
the number of farm workers; the 
improvement in the farm yield per acre; 
the change from handicraft to factory 
work and the natural gregariousness of 
mankind. But although Professor Fawoett 
thinks the pioneer period of egricultural- 
emigration is over he should not assume 
that present conditions or trends aro 
permanent. There may come a dispersion 
of these agglomerations of population in 
response to new economic forces. Even in 
this country we hear the mayor of 
Montreal asserting that 200,000 people in 
Greater Montreal must be located on the 
land. In the United States partciularly, the 
decentralization of industry is building up 
small towns at the expenso of great cilies, 
and the depression has driven two “or 
three million city dwellers back to the

TOMATOES 

In this age of plenty it.is not surprising 
to read thet,-among other accumulations, 
there surplus of tomatoes, 
a serious, problem for those 
in marke jis year’s crop. 
At the beginning of September last year, 
according to some estimates, there were 
approximately three million cases on 

hand, taking the country as a whole. 
average consumption of tomatoes is about 
450,000 cases a month, or 41,800,000 
cases a year. Under these conditions, 
there will be 4,200,000 cases left over on 
‘September 4 next, which will mean that 
only an additional 600,000 cases will bo 
needed from this year’s ice to complete 
the requireménts for the following twelve 
months, representing only about one-" 
third the crop, In other words, the pack is 
piling up in such a way that growers are 
facing the loss of. the market unless 
omething is‘done to correct the situation. 

Just what can be done? Obvious!; 
excellent way out of the difficully is to 
induce people to eat more fomatoes. It 
is felt that, with a properly organized 
selling campaign, it should be quile 
possible: to. dispose of the whole surplus. 
‘ere is nothing more wholesome than 
tomatoes: 














they are extremely popular with

fe them one of the most valuable of 
food produols. Very rich in vitamins and 
recommended by dietists for their unique 
qualities, and at the same time selling at 
a price which brings them within easy 
reach of all classes of consumers, these 
delectable fruits—or, if you — prefer, 
vegetables—should find a ready sale, 
whatever the quantity offered. 

Less than halfacaseayear extra for 
‘every family, it is calculated, would clear 
up the surplus. Half a «case represents 
only twelve cans. It should not be too 
difficult a matter to persuade the public 
to increase their purchases to that extent. 
‘There is another way by which the pack 
might be moved—namely; through the 
co-operation of hotels, service clubs. 
organizations, etc. Tomatoes 
y and cated side-dish:

up, as they too often are, on the plate 
with meat and other vegetables. At public. 
dinners, small and large, and for private 
meals at home, the increased consumpton 
of Canadian tomatoes—than which there 
are none finer—would serve: the double 
purpose of contributing to the enjoyment 
and health of the eater and the properily 
of growers and all engaged inthe sale of 
the product.—Hamillon Spectator.

These, indeed, have never been unpacked, 
because of this very lack of room. ‘They 
are stored away in the basement of the 
Museum building, and it is feared that if 
they ate left there much longer they will 
hecome damaged. 

These are, of course, days of financial 
stress for governnients, but it would seem 
that as soon as it can reasonably be 
afforded, there should be an appropriation 
by Parliament for the Purpose indicated.

root and vital growth. On this point Mr. A. 
C. Benson justly says: ‘We shoved and 
rammed ina good many other subjects 
into the tightly packed curriculum. ‘The 
whole thing whizzed ‘and banged, 
grumbled and hummed:like a factory; but 
very little education was the result.” Tho 
solution, adds this - author, is a very 
obvious one. It is, at all costs, to simplity
